Services (DAS) before paying victim service providers. Specifies the contents of the itemized voucher.
Requires the DAS to adopt rules to implement this provision.

Provides that certain cancers and infectious diseases contracted by peace officer members of the Peace Page 21, Line 17
Officers Retirement, Accident, and Disability System (PORS) are presumed to be a disease contracted while

on active duty due to the job for purposes of establishing an accidental disability pension. The presumption

does not apply retroactively to peace officersin the PORS but rather is applied to members diagnosed with

cancer or an infectious disease on or after July 1, 2014.
